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BALLOT TITLE

This initiated measure would add a new section to chapter 36-01 of the North Dakota Century
Code effective November 1, 2010, providing that a person, other than an authorized government
employee or agent, is guilty of a crime if the person obtains payment for the killing or attempted
killing of privately owned big game species or exotic mammals in or released from a man-made
enclosure.

FULL TEXT OF THE MEASURE

IF MATERIAL IS UNDERSCORED, IT IS NEW MATERIAL WHICH IS BEING
ADDED. IF MATERIAL IS OVERSTRUCK BY DASHES, THE MATERIAL IS BEING
DELETED. IF NO MATERIAL IS UNDERSCORED OR OVERSTRUCK, THE
MEASURE CONTAINS ALL NEW MATERIAL WHICH IS BEING ADDED.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE PECOPLE OF THE STATE OF NORTH DAKOTA:

SECTION 1. A new section to chapter 36-01 of the North Dakota Century Code is
created and enacted as follows:

Fee killing of certain captive game animals prohibited — Penalty — Exception. A person is
guilty of a class A misdemeanor if the person obtains fees or other remuneration from another
person for the killing or attempted killing of privately-owned big game species or exotic
mammals confined in or released from any man-made enclosure designed to prevent escape. This
section does not apply to the actions of a government employee or agent to control an animal
population, to prevent or control diseases, or when government action is otherwise required or
authorized by law.

SECTION 2. EFFECTIVE DATE. If approved by the voters, this measure becomes
effective on November 1, 2010.

INSTRUCTIONS TO PETITION SIGNERS

You are being asked to sign a petition. You must be a qualified elector. This means you are
eighteen years old, you have lived in North Dakota thirty days, and you are a United States
citizen. All signers must add their complete residential address or rural route or general delivery
address and the date of signing.
